N HIS new book, “These Men Shall 

Never Die,” Lowell Thomas devotes 
a section to Solomon Islanders who ac- 
cepted Christ through the efforts of mis- 
sionaries prior to the war. He pub- 
lishes a photograph of a group of half- 
naked Christian natives, possessing ex- 
cellent physiques and good faces—the 
type of men who gladly welcome Ameri- 
can boys, often rendering incomparable 
service to aviators forced down in jungle 
areas. 


Under the picture, Mr. Thomas has | 


placed this description: “Solomon Island- 
ers, Christianized by the missionaries, 
friendly to Americans throughout the 
(Guadalcanal) campaign.” 


The same thought is emphasized in an 
Associated Press report of January 23, 
1944 ... published under the following 
dateline: “AN ADVANCED BASE IN THE 
CENTRAL PACIFIC.” 


It tells how natives traveled miles 
through jungles, to deliver seventeen 
chickens to a Chaplain representing a 
denomination whose missionaries had 
told them of Christ, at an earHer date. 
The article reads as follows: 








STEEL-SHEATHED BIBLE 
SAVED FLIER’S LIFE 


The following Associated Press 
dispatch of January 11, 1944, was 
released from “A Bomber Base In 
England” — 

“Flying Fortress Bombardier 
Lieut. Robert Turner of Lexington, 
Ky., said a steel-sheathed Bible 
saved his life in today’s raid on 
Germany. 

“Flak fragments lodged in the 
Bible which he always carries in 
his left breast pocket. 

“‘T can thank the Lord for my 
life today,’ Turner said.” 











Seventeen chickens owned by a navy 
chaplain peck a peaceful path around 
this atoll because some Gilbertese na- 
tives remembered the denomination 
which brought them Christianity long 
before the Japanese came. 


Thirteen pastors and school teachers, 
natives of a neighboring atoll, gave the 
chickens to Lt. Francis T. Cooke, pastor 
at Bristol, Conn., bringing the flock 30 
miles in out-rigger canoes. 


Chaplain Cooke said he tries to dis- 
tribute the fresh eggs from his flock 


“equitably among the men.” 


He added, “I never eat one myself.” 
Which in a land of G. I. powdered eggs 
is tops in self-denial. 


The Christian congregational churches 
were responsible for maintaining a mis- 
sion on the natives atoll from 1857 to 
1912. Chaplain Cooke—no one knows 
how the natives learned he was here— 
was the first American representative of 
the denomination the islanders had seen 
since before Pearl Harbor. Maybe tom- 
toms located the Congregationalist. 


Afterward, the natives took Chaplain 
Cooke back with them for a visit—in 
honor of the foreign mission group, and 
of the late Dr. Hiram Bingham (father of 


former Sen. Hiram Bingham of Con- 


necticut) who founded the ‘first Chris-

tian mission on the atoll. : 


The chaplain was greeted by 200 na- 
tives and a welcome sign, and 14 vil- 
lage delegations brought gifts and 
greetings. 


Lt. Cooke preached 20 times during 
his two day visit to the atoll. He made 
the 60-mile round trip across open sea 
with the natives in an outrigger canoe.

Ge Y SON, who is a real Christian 

boy, is now somewhere in the Pa- 
cific war zone. Many months before he 
left our shores he and I memorized and 
repeated over and over again that won- 
derful 91st Psalm. We agreed together 
that the promises it contained applied 
to us. We stood upon them in faith be- 
lieving, and made a covenant with God. 


“We agreed, that, no matter where son 
might be, at prayer time we would re- 
peat again those verses. It was a sort of 
tie, binding our hearts and minds no mat- 
ter how many thousands of miles might 
lie between us. A few days ago I re- 
ceived a letter from my boy which to me 
is evidence beyond all possible doubt that 


God’s promises are’ real and operative. 





An excerpt from the letter reads as fol- 
lows: 


“‘Our convoy was under heavy attack 
from both air and submarines. - Anti- 
aircraft guns chattered incessantly and 
the crash of heavy guns was deafening. 


“Every battle station was manned 
and operating. One submarine was 
sighted off our starboard and within 
firing range. Momentarily we expected 
to see the wake of a torpedo headed our 
way, and it was not long in coming. It 
was a tense moment, and I knew that 
many of the fellows were praying. 


“«Suddenly I remembered our cove- 
nant with God and the 91st Psalm. I be- 
gan to say it over again. I knew you, 
too, must have been praying, for before 





our very eyes God wrought a miracle. 
When the torpedo was a short distance 
from our vessel it seemed as though 
something went wrong with its mechan- 
ism, for it swerved sharply in its course 
and passed to our stern and disappeared. 


“‘Shortly after that a second torpedo 
was fired by the sub, and again its wake 
showed that it was aimed directly at us. 
I kept on reciting those verses. Some-

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“ Progress Through Persecution

FOR thus, saith the Lord of 

hosts; Yet once, it is a little 
while, and I will shake the heavens, 
and the earth, and the sea, and the 
dry land. And I will shake all na- 
tions, and the desire of all nations 
shall come.” Haggai 2:6-7. 


This passage of prophetical Scripture 
refers to the times in which we live. The 
prophet arranges the characters on the 
stage, outlines conditions as we observe 
them today, and says, “Yet once, it is a 
little while.” 


The word “once” in the original text 
expresses the indefinite article and states 
literally, “It is yet only a little while” — 
2 brief space in which a series of catas- 
trophic movements will occur preceding 
the second coming of Christ. The shak- 
ing of the nations implies judgments per- 
mitted by Almighty God as retribution 
for sins committed, the greatest being 
rejection of His Son. 


One writer puts it this way: “The 
kingdoms of this world are but the scaf- 
folding of God’s spiritual temple, to be 
thrown down when their purpose is ac- 
complished. The transitoriness of a!l 
that is earthly should cause men to look 
forward to the time when, as Isaiah 
prophesied, ‘The government shall be 
upon his (Christ’s) shoulder’.” 


The second advent is described by Hag- 
gai as “the desire of all nations.” It 
takes place following a period of un- 
equaled world-wide agitation. The im- 
plication is, that because of great suf- 
fering, there will be a yearning “desire” 
for the return of the Prince of Peace. The 
shaking is scheduled to become so great 
and of such far-reaching proportions that 
only Christ can meet the need. The 








writer quoted above says: “Christ alone 
can satisfy the yearning desires which 
all will feel, even unconsciously, for a 
Saviour.” 


Since the signs of the times indicate 
that we have reached the period to which 
Haggai referred, the present upheavals 
are not taking students of Bible prophecy 
unawares. Their anchor holds. 


The shaking is affecting every nation, 
indeed every person, on the face of: th2 
earth. Humanly-devised systems are 
crumbling. Hold a cluster of grain in the 
wind or beat it on a rock, the chaff and 
tiny, worthless particles will float away 
in the breeze. In like manner, the shak- 
ing of this hour is eliminating frivolity 
and superficiality, causing people to 
search for things that are real, perma- 
nent and enduring. 


The verities of our holy Christian Faith 
are not subject to revision. Our founda- 
tions are secure. We preach a change- 
less Christ in a changing world. In view 
of the shocks that are being these days 
registered, it is well for believers to re- 
view the illustrious past of the Church 
of Jesus Christ and meditate upon the 


“great underlying fundamentals, which 


have proved immutable and indestructible 
during the storms of the centuries. 


THE RISE OF CREEDS 


OCTRINAL statements were born 

with Christianity. Peter said: “Be 
ready always to give a reason for the 
hope that is in you.” 


We find, in tracing the earliest begin- 
nings of creeds, that they originated in 
times of great persecution. Christians 
being called upon to die for their Faith, 





found comfort in stating again and again, 
what they believed. 


There were no printing presses in those 
days. Knowledge was transmitted large- 
ly by word of mouth. Believers commit- 
ted their creeds to memory. By this 
means, they handed them down from 
generation to generation. 


The need of a vital Faith and a clear 
definition of its tenets becomes particu- 
larly acute in times of stress and sor- 
row. Early Christians did not apologize 
for their beliefs. They preferred death 
rather than repudiate them. Although 
hunted, hounded, harassed and ostracized, 
ensnared by traps, condemned on pre- 
texts, consigned to dungeons, fed to 
beasts, hurled on beds of spikes, burned 
at stakes, THEY WERE TRUE TO THE 
FAITH. 


A sound creed builds a virile faith, 
stabilizes character, systematizes knowl- 
edge, and gives anchorage to the soul in 
time of test and suffering. A sound 
creed disciplines the adherent, maintains 
a righteous standard and inspires heart 
repentance when one falls beneath the 
ideals of consistent Christian service and 
conduct. You are very largely what you 
believe. 


The history of. Christianity is a long, 
running story of conflicts. The trouble 
started with the stoning of Stephen and 
continued under the Roman Emperors — 
a period called by Church historians “the 
Era of Martyrs.” THE CHRISTIAN 
RELIGION AND DICTATORSHIP ARE 
NATURAL ENEMIES. BASIC AN- 
TAGONISMS EXIST BETWEEN THEM. 
Christianity brings liberty to the human 
spirit. Dictatorship bends, breaks and

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crushes the human spirit. 


Men, obsessed with an idea of their 
own infallibility, who maneuver them- 
selves into positions of political power, 
usually succeed in inventing ways for 
tormenting the followers of Christ. It 
has been so, down across the centuries — 
from Paul who died at the hands of Nero, 
to Niemoeller, harassed and incarcerated 
by the Nazi Gestapo. 


TEN TORTURES 


Our Lord’s letter to the congregation 
at Smyrna, recorded in Revelation 2:8-11, 
prophesied “ten days,” or ten spasms of 
persecution, for the Church under the 
Emperors of Rome. “And ye shall have 
tribulation ten days; be thou faithful 
unto death, and I will give you a crown 
of life.” 

John Fox, in his celebrated history 
known as “Fox’s Book of Martyrs,” re- 
cords ten specific waves of violence 
against the Christians during the epoch 
which our Lord had in mind, at the time 
the Smyrna letter was written. 


According to Fox ... Stephen was 
stoned, James the Great beheaded, Philip 
crucified, Matthew slain, James the Less 
clubbed to death, Matthias stoned and 
beheaded, Andrew crucified, Mark 
dragged to pieces, Peter crucified head 
downward, Paul beheaded, Jude cruci- 
fied, Bartholomew beaten, Thomas killed 
with a spear, Luke hanged, Simon cruci- 
fied, Barnabas slain. 

John was the only apostle to escape 
violent death. Fox adds this word: “Yet, 
notwithstanding all these continual per- 
secutions and horrible punishments, the 
Church daily increased, deeply rooted in 
the doctrine of the apostles and of men 
apostolical, and watered plenteously with 
the blood of saints.” 

Then came decades of persecution at 
the hands of Roman totalitarianism, com- 
prising ten separate outbursts of cruelty. 
From the beginning, there was something 
in Christianity repugnant to the Emper- 
ors. 

The First Persecution ... A. D. 67. 


Nero ordered Rome burned and later 
caused the Christians to be blamed for 
the deed. A pogrom swept the Empire. 
The barbarities visited upon the Chris- 
tians were such that the persecutors 
themselves became nauseated. Methods 
of torture were invented that would baf- 
fle the most infernal imagination. 


Believers were sewed in skins of wild 
beasts and then worried by dogs until 








the merciful hand of death released them. 
Others were covered with wax and set on 
fire to illuminate Roman gardens. The 
persecution raged throughout the Em- 
pire. It claimed Peter and Paul, with 
uncounted thousands of others, before the 
fury subsided. 


The Second Persecution ... A. D. 81. 


Domitian put to death a number of 
Roman Senators who stood in his way. 
After that, he turned his wrath upon the 
followers of Christ, and made a law: 
“That no Christian, once brought before 
the tribunal, should be exempted from 
punishment without renouncing his re- 
ligion.” All manner of fabricated tales 
were invented for bringing Christians 
into court, after which they would have 
to deny Christ or be punished, no matter 
the absurdity of the charges leveled 
against them. 


The Third Persecution ... A. D. 108. 


Aurelius Antoninus launched a carni- 
val of bloodshed against the tortured fo!- 
lowers of the Christ. Fox says: “The 
cruelties used in this persecution were 
such that many of the persecutors shud- 
dered with horror at the sight, and were 
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astonished at the intrepidity of the suf- 
ferers. Some of the martyrs were 
obliged to pass, with their already 
wounded feet, over thorns, nails, sharp 
shells, etc., upon their points, others were 
scourged until their sinews and veins lay 
bare, and after suffering the most ex- 
cruciating tortures that could be de- 
vised, they were destroyed by the most 
terrible deaths.” 


Polycarp, Pastor of the SmyrnaChurch, 
was caught in this dragnet. He was of- 
fered freedom in return for renouncing 
Christ. The old man faced his persecu- 
tors with the words: “Eighty and six 
years have I served Him, and He never 
once wronged me; how then shall I blas- 
pheme my King, who hath saved me?” 

Space forbids a discussion of the 
Feurth Persecution, under Marcus Aure- 
lius Antoninus beginning in A. D. 162 
as a continuation of the Third. 


The Fifth Persecution ... A. D. 192. 


Severus occupied the throne of Rome 
during this persecution. Because of a 


personal experience in which a Christian 


served him faithfully, he developed a fa- 
vorable attitude toward believers. But 
the prejudice and fury of the people 
forced him to pour oil on the flames of 
persecution. He revived the stale calum- 
ny of placing the blame for accidental 
misfortunes upon Christians. 


Victor, bishop of Rome, suffered mar- 
tyrdom in the first year of the third cen- 
tury. Leonidas, father of the celebrated 
Origen, was beheaded. Many of Origen’s 
followers suffered a similar fate. The 
flames swept through North Africa 
where Christian groups had been formed. 
There were twelve public executions in 
one day at a certain place. These are 
only a few examples, typical of thousands 
more. » 


“But, though persecuting malice raged,” 
says Fox, “yet the Gospel shone with re- 
splendent brightness; and, firm as an im- 
pregnable rock, withstood the attacks of 
boisterous enemies with success.” 


Tha Sixth Persecution ... A. D. 235. 


‘ Maximus ruled during this reign of 
cruelty. One particular province, Cap- 
padocia, was governed by a human mon- 
ster who did everything in his power to 
exterminate believers from the entire 
area. There were Christians in the Ro- 
man Senate at that time. Maximus had 
these, and all the members of their fam- 
ilies, put to death. 


Among others who perished were Pon- 
tianus, bishop of Rome; Anteros, a prom- 
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inent leader, whose principal offense was 
assembling data on the acts of the mar- 
tyrs; Calepodius, a Christian minister, 
who was drowned in the Tiber; Hippoli- 
tus, a prelate, was tied to a wild horse 
and dragged until he expired. 


.. A. D. 249. 


Decius, the Emperor, became enraged 
over the fact that Christianity continued 
to spread and appeared to thrive on per- 
secution. He organized his friends, for 
what was expected to be the most savage 
blow administered up to that time. That 
it achieved some degree of success, must 
be admitted. The experiences of two 
Christians — Nichomachus and Denisa, 
will be sufficient to illustrate what un- 
counted thousands endured. 


The Seventh Persecution . 


Nichomachus, being brought before the 
proconsul as a Christian, was ordered to 
sacrifice to the pagan idols. He replied, 
“T cannot pay that respect to devils, 
which is only due to the Almighty.” This 
remark so much enraged the proconsul 
that Nichomachus was put to the rack. 
After enduring torments for a time, he 
recanted; but scarcely had he given this 
proof of his frailty, than he fell in the 
greatest agonies, dropped to the ground 
and expired immediately. 


Denisa, a young woman only sixteen 
years of age, seeing what happened, sud- 
denly exclaimed, “O unhappy wretch, 
why would you buy a moment’s ease at 
the expense of a miserable eternity!” The 
government official, hearing this, called 
to her, and Denisa avowing herself to be 
a Christian, was beheaded by his order 
soon after.

The Eighth Persecution ... A. D. 257. 
Valerian wielded the scepter of power. 
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any book has wielded a greater 
influence upon the life of the 
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The eighth persecution under him, con- 
tinued three years and six months. TheJ 
martyrs that fell in this reign of terror 
were innumerable. The tortures of the 
period cannot be described. 


Among the Christians there was a man 
of great piety named Lawrence. Valeri- 
an, thinking the Church had secret rich- 
es, ordered them confiscated and turned 
over to the government. Lawrence pro- 
tested, explaining that the Christians 
lived in poverty. The monarch accused 
him of falsifying and ordered the valu- 
ables delivered within three days. — 


On the third day, Lawrence assembled 
a group of poor Christians. When Valer- 
ian arrived; the man of God made the 
following speech: “These are the pre- 
cious treasure of the Church; these are 
the treasure indeed, in whom the faith 
of Christ reigneth, in whom Jesus Christ 
hath His mansion-place. What more pre- 
cious jewels can Christ have, than those 
in whom He hath promised to dwell?” 


Fox describes the scene that followed: 
“Oh, what tongue is able to express the 
fury and madness of the tyrant’s heart! 
Now he stamped, he stared, he ramped, 
he fared as one out of his wits: his eyes 
like fire glowed, his mouth like a boar 
foamed, his teeth like a hellhound 
grinned. Now, not a reasonable man, but 
a roaring lion, he might called. 


“‘Kindle a ‘fire,’ he criea—of wood 
make no spare. Hath this villain de- 
luded the emperor? Away with him, 
away with him: whip him with scourges, 
jerk him with rods, buffet him with fists, 
brain him with clubs. Jesteth the traitor 
with the emperor? Pinch him with fiery 
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tongs, gird him with burning plates, 
bring out the strongest chains, and the 
Tire-forks, and the grated bed of iron. 
on the fire with it; bind the rebel hand 
and foot; and when the bed is fire-hot, 
on with him: roast him, broil him, toss 
him, turn him: on the pain of our high 
displeasure do every man his office, O 
ye tormentors.” 


.. A. D, 274. 


Under Aurelian, the persecution con- 
tinued with unabated intensity. Over 
six thousand Christians were put to death 
at a single stroke. Church leaders were 
sought out and destroyed, including Fe- 
lix, bishop of Rome; Agapetus, a young 
man of wealth who after embracing 
Christianity distributed his goods among

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the poor, was beheaded; Zoe, the wife of 
a jailor whose duty it was to feed mar- 
tyrs, accepted Christ, only to be hung 
from the limb of a tree immediately 
thereafter.

Diocletian designated February 23rd 
of the year 303 as the day on which an 
attack, designed to exterminate the 
Christian religion, would be launched 
At the appointed time, in the province 
of Nicomedia, soldiers marched upon a 
place of worship, seized the Church lead- 
ers, destroyed the sacred books and 
burned the building to the ground. Dio- 
cletian was present in person to direct 
the orgy of torture. , 


The Tenth Persecution 


This event became the signal for de- 
struction of Church buildings every- 
where. Christians became outlaws. Fox 
says: “Racks, scourges, swords, daggers, 
crosses, poison, and famine, were made 
use of in various parts to dispatch Chris- 
tians; and invention was exhausted to 
devise tortures against such as had no 
crime but thinking differently from the 
votaries of superstition.” 


The story of St. George occupies a 
prominent place in the annals of the 
Tenth Persecution. Born of Christian 
parents and a man of extraordinary cour- 
age, he was given a post of responsibility 
in the armies of Diocletian. As the per- 
secution increased in intensity, he with- 
drew from the armed forces, went boldly 
to the Roman Senate and publicly pro- 
fessed faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He was immediately ordered tortured, 
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dragged through the streets and be- 
headed. 


St. George became the patron saint 


of England and is usually pictured on- 


horseback, in the act of thrusting a spear 
into a dragon. In this symbolism, the 
dragon represents Satan being van- 
quished by St. George’s loyalty to Christ 
—a loyalty that remained steadfast de- 
spite persecution, torture and death. 


* * * 


HE fact of survival in the face of such 

gigantic odds, confirms our Lord’s 
statement that the gates of hell would 
not prevail against His Church. The 
early Christians knew WHAT they be- 
lieved. 


The Cause of Christ is under fire 
today. Christians are being persecuted 
wherever dictatorship puts in its ugly 
appearance. NEW TESTAMENT RE- 
LIGION AND TOTALITARIANISM 
ARE OLD ANTAGONISTS. When a 
man appears on the scenes animated with 
delusions of grandeur, regarding himself 
as some kind of a messiah or demigod, 
destined to dominate the personal lives 
and bend the souls of a people, he looks 
for a pretext upon which to stab Chris- 
tianity — because, by its very nature, the 
Faith of our Fathers is antagonistic to 
his evil designs. 


In such hours of peril, believers remain 
firm, knowing that their foundations are 
solid . . . knowing that time and again 
Christianity has stood at the graveside 
of its persecutors. 


When the King of Navarre spoke 
sneeringly of the Faith, Theodore Beza, 
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hero of the Reformation, answered: 
“Sire, it is the lot of the Church in whose 
name I speak to receive blows, not to 
inflict them. But may it please your 
majesty to remember that the Church 1s 
an anvil which has worn out many ham- 
mers.” 


“Therefore, my beloved brethren, be 
ye stedfast, unmoveable, always abound- 
ing in the work of the Lord, forasmuch 
as ye know that your labor is not in vain 
in the Lord.” I Corinthians 15:58.

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Armageddon: Will It Ever Occur? Where? °5"

E SHALL now conclude the article 

on Armageddon, the first install- 
ment of which appeared in the December 
Defender. 


“And I saw three unclean spirits like 
frogs come out of the mouth of the beast, 
and out of the mouth of the false prophet 
... And he gathered them together into 
a place called in the Hebrew tongue 
Armageddon.” 


In the discussion mentioned above, it 
was shown that the last great struggle 
before Christ returns, prophesied in 
Scripture, and called “Armageddon,” 
could not possibly be confined to Pal- 
estine —as some Bible teachers have 
thought. This statement was made: “If 
we were to move the armies of either 
side of the present conflict, we could not 
stand, (from a military point of view), 
the soldiers within the boundaries of 
Palestine.” 


I have received several letters request- 
ing information on this statement. 


Of course I did not mean this in a lit- 
eral sense, that one might thinking of 
arranging standing room, but from a 
military point of view. We must take 
into consideration not only the men, but 
also their equipment. One of my friends 
figured out that allowing ten square feet 
per man, Palestine with an area of 12,000 
square miles could afford standing room 
for 33,868,800,000, and that the Plain of 
Esdraelon could afford standing room 
for 564,480,000. 


Technically, perhaps, this is correct as 
far as mathematics are concerned, but we 
are speaking of “military operations,” 
and not academic problems. 


COMFORT TALKS 


— to discern the treasures of God 
for those .with a private grief, or 
surrounded by confusing circum- 
stances. Such are these comfort 
messages: “The Victory Road,” “A 
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tion in Sorrow’s Dark Hour,” “De- 
liverance and Rest Are For You.” 
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Upon studying the three great con- 
tinents of the eastefn hemisphere, one is 
struck with the peculiar phenomenon of 
their arrangement: there are three con- 
tinents forming the hemisphere, so ar- 
ranged that they converge, more or less, 
at one point. This point is Palestine, in 
ancient times called Canaan. 


Casual study reveals that this strip of 
territory forms what might be properly 
called a “bridge,” since it is impossible 
to pass from Africa to Asia without 
traveling through Palestine by a well de- 
fined road. Likewise it is impossible to 
travel from Africa to Europe by land, 
without passing through Palestine. So 
it came to pass in ancient times this piece 
of land was called the “Bridge of the 
Continents.” It was always necessary 
for Egypt to have this land under her 
“sphere of influence” in order to govern 
far eastern provinces. Her boundary 
line was coincident with the western 
boundary of Mesopotamia. 


The road, or caravan route from 
Egypt, always skirted the Mediterranean 
coast northward to the western terminus 
of the plain- of Esdraelon, and then 
turned eastward following the plain to 
the Jordan river. This plain, as former- 
ly stated, is about twenty miles in length 
and on the average ten miles wide. The 
“locus” of the plain is the Tell of Megid- 
do, a mound composed of twenty cities 
superimposed upon each other. This 
site completely commands the plain, so 
that whosoever held it had the controlling 
position. Thus we see “the wheel within 
the wheel;” the “Bridge of the Con- 
tinents” being the key to all three great 
land areas, and Megiddo the key to the 
bridge. ; 


CENTER OF THE EARTH 


Further, Palestine is practically the 





geographical center of the earth’s sur- 
face, the exact center being the spot upon 
which the Great Pyramid of Gizeh 
stands. Thus Megiddo, or the area des- 
ignated Armageddon, is most strategic- 
ally located both geographically and 
militarily. This, of course, is not to men- 
tion the religious associations of the 
country which affect all types of people 
everywhere. It is therefore resonable 
to suppose that Palestine would figure 
prominently in any kind of a world con- 
flict. Bible prophecy anticipates a strug- 
gle at the climax of this age, the like of 
which this world has never seen. 


Now let us take a look at the popula- 
tion of the earth:

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The two continents of Asia and Africa 
surpass the combined total of the rest 
of the world by 431,368,000 human be- 
ings. I suggest that we study these fig- 
ures. Please examine them in the light 
of the fact that the population of Asia 
and Africa is to all intents and purposes 
composed of colored races. Let us under- 
stand that we mean by the colored races, 
any peoples who do not belong to the 
white race. 


MUSSOLINI REVERSED HIMSELF 


Mussolini in his persecution of Ethio- 
pia suddenly “pulled his punches,” and 
did not proceed as he had announced. 
Have you ever asked yourself why he re- 
versed the plan as originally launched? 
Perhaps some thought it was due to the 
pressure exerted by the League of Na- 
tions. This was not the case. We must 
look elsewhere for an answer to the 
question. 


I know Ethiopia. When Haille Sa- 
lasse was a boy. in his teens, I visited 
the country as a member of an 
archaeological expedition. There are 
more than 7-million Mohammedans 
under the rule in Ethiopia. They were, 
and are, loyal subjects of the Emperor. 


Farther south, and in the Congo, there 
are about 20-million Mohammendans in 





sympathy, of course, with those of 
Ethiopia. Mussolini was in position to 
know from the stir and mounting tempo 
among these masses, that they would 
have soon been ready to come to the aid 
of their Ethiopian brethren. Back of the 
20-million in Africa were other millions 
of the same fanatical faith in Asia 
seething to support the African branch. 


Mussolini saw that his barbarous at- 
tack on Ethiopia was precipitating a re- 
ligious war that would involve multiplied 
millions of human beings. He was afraid 
to assume responsibility for bringing 
about such a conflagration and revised 
his schedule accordingly. Haille Se- 
lassie, just one day less than five years 
from the time he fled the country, as- 
cended his throne again, and Mussolini’s 
dream of African conquest faded. 


JAPANESE CUNNING 


After the formation of Manchukuo, 
General Honjo, the commander-in-chief 
of the armies of Japan, wrote a letter to 
the Japanese Government and the people 
of Japan, in which he formulated a 
“twenty year plan” of military aggres- 
sion. I shall give a few articles of that 
plan: 


Article I. Japan must conquer China 
in order to assume command over all raw 
material, resources and man-power of 
that country. 
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Article II. Great Britain must be 
driven from the Pacific. 


Article III. The East Indies and Aus- 
tralia must come under Japan. 


Article IV. The people of the West 
Coast of the United States must be 
driven east of the Rocky Mountains. 


For each major movement Honjo at- 
tached a time schedule. Let it be noted 
that the time-table was carried out until 
General McArthur threw a monkey 
wrench into the Japanese machinery. 


Later, the leaders of Japan announced 
that they wanted to wipe from the face 
of the earth the entire white race. In 
other words, their declared intention is a 
RACE WAR with the objective of liqui- 
dating the white peoples of the world. 
The reference in Revelation 16:12, to 
“the kings of the east” refers of course 
to a great stir among the yellow races of 
the world prior to the fulfillment of the 
Armageddon prophecy in verse 16 of the 
same chapter. 


PALESTINE THE HUB 


Where will be the cockpit of the great 


war of God Almighty? 


Palestine is practically the geographi- 
cal center of the earth’s surface. The 
three great continents converge at this 
center. It is the “Bridge of the Con- 
tinents.” The mass of population lies to 
the east, but that center is the focus of 
all lines of communication, the area from 
which all military activity may be di- 
rected in the briefest possible time. It is 
the hub of all activities because of its 
location. 


I submit that reason and prophecy dic- 
tate the possibility of the final struggle 
being directed from the geographical 
center of the earth’s surface—Palestine. 
The battle lines of the present struggle 
are pygmy in comparison, for then the 
conflict will indeed be global without any 
exception whatever. While Palestine 
could not possibly accommodate the as- 
sembled armies, as shown in our Decem- 
ber treatise, yet from it, the military 
forces of Armageddon could fan out on 
the world-wide scale announced in Bible 
prophecy. 
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Hymn Writers Called Home 


Evangelist Phil Kerr . . . Glendale, California 





HARLIE D. TILLMAN’S recent pass- 

ing brings to mind the fact that many 
great hymn writers have been called to 
their heavenly rewards the last few 
years. 


At the age of eighty-two, Tillman 
passed away in Atlanta, Georgia, on Sep- 
tember 2, 1943. He was a native of 
Alabama and spent most of his life as 
a Methodist singing evangelist. For 
many years he traveled with Sam Jones, 
the noted Southern revivalist. His best 
known compositions are “Life’s Railway 
to Heaven,” “My Mother’s Bible,” 
“Ready,” and “When I Get to the End 
of the Way.” He was the first white 
man to introduce and publish “’Tis the 
Old-Time Religion,” having heard it sung 
by negroes in South Carolina camp meet- 
ings. 


During 1942 four noted Christian song 
writers were promoted to their eternal 
rewards, Mrs. Will Murphy (March 30), 
Henry Zelley (March 16), E. S. Lorenz 
(July 10), and George O. Webster (Oc- 
tober 1). 


Mrs. Murphy, a native of Ohio, was the 
wife of a wealthy manufacturer when she 
wrote words and music of “Constantly 
Abiding.” She spent her last years in 
California after her husband died from 
the shock of a financial crash which 
swept away their earthly possessions. 


Dr. Zelley was an outstanding Metho- 
dist preacher in the New Jersey confer- 
ence. His compositions included “Heav- 
enly Sunlight,” “I’m Anchored to the 
Rock of Ages,” and “He Brought Me 
Out of the Miry Clay.” 


Mr. Lorenz founded the Lorenz Pub- 
lishing Company of Dayton, Ohio, which 
distributes great quantities of religious 
music. His best known songs are “The 
Name of Jesus Is So Sweet,” “I Want 
My Life To Tell For Jesus,” “Tell It to 
Jesus,” and “Thou Thinkest, Lord, of 
Me.” 


George. Webster at the time of his 
death, was Pastor of a United Church 
(Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian) in 
Essex, New York. He is especially re- 
membered as the writer of “I Need 
Jesus.” 





Two Southern song writers and pub- 
lishers, whose careers were closely paral- 
lel, passed away within six months of 
each othtér. Both were successful in 
promoting singing schools and singing 
conventions. Both established publishing 
companies which distributed millions of 
copies of “shaped note” hymnals. Both 
organized male quartets which attained 
great success, and both wrote many gos- 
pel songs. Virgil O. Stamps died in Dal- 
las, August 19, 1940 . . . and James D. 
Vaughan in Tennessee, February 9, 1941. 


The year 1939 witnessed the passing of 
two hymn writers —J. W. Van De Ven- 
ter (July 17) and Herbert Buffum (Octo- 
ber 9). The former died at Temple Ter- 
race, Florida and the latter in California. 
Van De Venter, who had attained no 
little fame as an art teacher before be- 
coming a singing evangelist, wrote such 
songs as “Looking This Way,” “I Sur- 
render All,” “Sunlight,” “The Heart That 
Was Broken for Me.” Buffum was a 
versatile evangelist, pianist, singer and 
composer. His specialty was the public 
composition of new songs. from titles 
which his audiences suggested: Included 
among his hundreds of compositions are 
“I’m Going Through,” “When I Take My 
Vacation in Heaven,” “My Sheep Know 
My Voice,” and “I’m Going Higher Some 
Day.” 


Paul Rader was called home in July, 
1938. He was a powerful preacher with 
a world-wide vision of foreign missions. 
Not so well known is the fact that he 
was also the writer of several widely 
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used gospel songs, “Only Believe” and 
“The Old-Time Power.” The year 1938 
also recorded the departure (October 31) 
of A. Emmett Adams, the London com- 
poser of “The Bells of St. Marys.” 


The name Bilhorn immediately brings 
two things to mind — the famous Bilhorn 
portable organ, and the song, “Sweet 
Peace the Gift of God’s Love.” Peter 
Bilhorn died in Los Angeles, December 
13, 1936, at the age of seventy-five. He 
had enjoyed more than usual success as 
an evangelist, singer and song writer. 
The portable organ, bearing his name and 
now widely distributed throughout the 
world, was invented by him in 1887. 


W. Stillman Martin, composer of “God 
Will Take Care of You,” passed away at 
Atlanta in 1935. His wife, Mrs. C. D. 
Martin, who wrote the words of “God 
Will Take Care of You” and “His Eye 
Is on the Sparrow,” is still living in 
Georgia. 


The year 1934 witnessed the passing of 
two women who had produced immortal 


‘| hymns — Mrs. Frank Breck (March 27) 


and Adelaide A. Pollard (December 20). 
Mrs. Breck was a humble housewife in 
Portland, Oregon, who, between house- 
hold tasks wrote such songs as “Face 
to Face” and “Nailed to the Cross.” One 
of her five daughters, Flora Breck, ap- 
parently inherited the mother’s song 
writing mantle, as indicated by the ap- 
pearance of “O Soul Without a Saviour.” 


Miss Pollard was an active Christian

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worker who labored on both sides of the 
Atlantic. She was fatally stricken in 
New York’s Pennsylvania Station while 
enroute to a preaching engagement. She 
is remembered as the author of “Have 
Thine Own Way, Lord.” 


Adam Geibel, German born composer- 
musician who attained notable success 
despite lifelong physical blindness, died 
in Philadelphia, August 3, 1938. Espe- 
cially well known is his “Some Day He’ll 
Make It Plain to Me.” His musical cre- 
ation, “Stand Up For Jesus,” is widely 
favored by choirs. 


Two hymn writers were called hothe 
from California during 1932—Annie Her- 
bert Barker (January) and Charles H. 
Gabriel (September 14). Mrs. Barker, 
who wrote “When the Mists Have Rolled 
Away,” died in a Home for the Aged, at 
Los Angeles, a few minutes after listen- 
ing to a radio soloist sing her famous 
song. 


Gabriel, born in Iowa, became one of 
the greatest personalities in the realm 
of gospel music. His compositions and 
publications were almost innumerable. 
To mention only a few— “Since Jesus 
Came Into My Heart,” “O, That Will Be 
Glory for Me,” and “The Way of the 
Cross Leads Home.” 


Los Angeles was the scene of the home 
going, in 1930, of Dr. E. T. Cassel. Musi- 
cal settings for his two best known 
hymns, “Loyalty to Christ,” and “The 
King’s Business,” were composed by his 
wife, who met death under the hoofs of 
runaway horses in Colorado, early in the 
1920’s. Dr. Cassel was a physician be- 
fore his entrance into the ministry at the 
age of sixty. His second wife now lives 
in Los Angeles. 


Katharine Lee Bates, who wrote 
“America the Beautiful” while visiting 
in Colorado during 1893, died March 29, 
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1929, at the age of seventy. For two 
score years she had been a member of 
the Wellesley College faculty. 


The year 1926 marked the passing of 
Johnson Oatman, also at the age of sev- 
enty. He was a longtime Methodist min- 
ister in New Jersey. ‘More than five 
thousand hymn-poems came from his 
pen, notably “No, Not One,” “Count 
Your Blessings,” “Deeper,” and “Higher 
Ground.” 


It may come as a surprise to many 
Gospel music lovers to learn that the 
author of “Onward, Christian Soldiers” 
(written eighty years ago) lived until 
January 2, 1924. Sabine Baring-Gould, 
minister of a small church in England, 
wrote the stirring song especially for 
his Sunday-school children to sing while 
marching in a Whitsuntide festival in 
1864. Another of his famous songs is 
“Now the Day Is Over.” He died at the 
age of ninety. 


William H. Jude, an English organist 
who composed “Jesus Calls Us O’er the 
Tumult,” died in London, August 7, 
1922, at the age of seventy. The person 
known as Cecil Alexander who wrote 
the words of “Jesus Calls Us” was a 
woman, the masculine appearance of the 
name “Cecil” notwithstanding. 


Four outstanding hymn writers com- 
pleted their life ministries in 1921 — 
William J. Kirkpatrick (September 29), 
E. O. Excell (June 10), Mary Baker, and 
Jessie Brown Pounds. Kirkpatrick, born 
in Ireland, became an accomplished mu- 
sician, composer, and publisher; he is 
remembered as the composer of “’Tis So 
Sweet To Trust in Jesus,” “Jesus Saves,” 
“When Love Shines In” and “He Hideth 
My Soul.” 


Excell, a native of Ohio, attained fame 





as a gospel singer with an unusually 
powerful voice, and as a composer and 
publisher. His best known songs are 
“Count Your Blessings,” “Since I Have 
Been Redeemed,” and “Let Him In.” 


Mary Baker, not to be confused with 
the founder of Christian Science, was an 
ardent WCTU worker. She was inspired 
to write “Master the Tempest Is Raging” 
shortly after she had experienced a heart 
tempest caused by the tragic death of 
her brother. 


Jessie Brown Pounds, wife of an In- 
diana Pastor, wrote such hymns as 
“Beautiful Isle of Somewhere,” “The 
Way of the Cross Leads Home,” “The 
Touch of His Hand on Mine,” and “Any- 
where With Jesus.” 


Ellen H. Gates, whose “Home of the 
Soul” was a prime favorite in earlier 
days, passed away in New York at the 
age of eighty-five, October 28, 1920. 


The year 1919 marked the passing of 
four renowned song-writers — J. H. Sam- 
mis (June 12), D. B. Towner, A. B. Simp- 
son and Julia Ward Howe. Sammis and 
Towner (author and composer, respec- 
tively, of “Trust and Obey”) died within 
four months of each other, a striking 
coincidence. Sammis, who had been a 
business man and Y M C A worker before 
entering the Presbyterian ministry, spent 
the latter part of his life as a seminary 
teacher. Towner, born in the same town 
as the hymn writer Philip Bliss (Rome, 
Pa.), attained notable success as an evan- 
gelistic singer, composer and teacher; his 
compositions including “Grace Greater 
Than Our Sins,” “Anywhere With Jesus” 
and “Redeemed.” 


Dr. A. B. Simpson, founder of the 
Christian Missionary Alliance, is remem- 
bered among hymn lovers as the author 
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of “Launch Out Into the Deep.” 


Julia Ward Howe, wife of a Boston 
physician, wrote “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic” in Washington, D. C., after 
praying that God would enable her to 
write Christian patriotic words for the 
then popular tune “John Brown’s Body.” 
She lived to be ninety. 


During 1918 three hymn writers were 
called to their eternal rewards — Annie 
Hawks (January 3), Joseph H. Gilmore 
(July 23), and William S. Pitts (Septem- 
ber 25). Mrs. Hawks wrote “I Need 
Thee Every Hour” in 1872, while she 
was a member of the Brooklyn church 
whose pastor, Robert Lowry, composed 
the musical setting. She was born in 
New York, and died in Vermont at the 
age of eighty-three. 


Dr. Gilmore, born in Boston, was a 
Baptist pastor and college professor. He 
wrote “He Leadeth Me,” in 1862, at the 
First Baptist Church of Philadelphia. 


Dr. Pitts, a physician and music teach- 
er, wrote “The Little Brown Church in 
the Vale” in Iowa during the year 1864. 
A native of New York, he lived to be 
eighty-eight. 


It was a strange coincidence that the 
author and composer of “Rescue the Per- 
ishing” died the same year, 1915 — Fan- 
ny Crosby on February 12th, William H. 
Doane December 24th. The same pair 
also wrote “Safe In the Arms of Jesus,” 
and many others. Fanny Crosby, born in 
New York, was totally blind, and lived to 
be ninety-five. Doane, a native of Con- 
necticut, was a manufacturer for more 
than sixty years, spending his spare time 
writing and publishing gospel songs. It 
was partly under his influence that Fan- 
ny Crosby began writing hymns after 
she had passed the age of forty. He 
is also credited with having been largely 
responsible for Ira D. Sankey’s entrance 
into the evangelistic career that was 
to make him famous. 


Gospel music has been called the “soul 
of Christianity.” This being an accepted 
truism, special credit belongs to those 
whom the Lord calls to the ministry of 
sacred song writing. Many a heart has 
responded to the Gospel call through the 
use of a song, who could not have been 
otherwise won for Christ. The Church 
sustains a great loss when a consecrated 
musician leaves this life . . . but Heaven 
is richer.

A Review of Dr. I. R. Wall’s Latest Book 





R. I. R. WALL, well known California 

Preacher and Christian leader, has 
written a new book which will challenge 
the deepest thought .of all believers who 
read-it. “Saved to the Uttermost” is the 
title. 


The messages herein. released to the 
Christian public are expository in char- 
acter, each being based upon a different 
passage from the book of Hebrews. They 
are scholarly and deeply spiritual, de- 
signed to build muscle in the soul. They 
were first delivered before large audi- 
ences in varicus parts of the Country 
and, due to popular demand, now broaden 
their usefulness through the medium of 
the printed pages. 


Dr. Wall says: “It is against the back- 
ground of a world wrapped in the flames 
of war, an apostasy sweeping through 
the churches, and a world plunging head- 
long into pleasure and Christ-rejection, 
that this book is offered to the public. 
The Church and the Christian are in an 
enviable position, For the darker the 
night of sin becomes about us, the 
brighter shines the light of Christ. We 
are the torchbearers. I have been try- 
ing to meet a great crisis with a great 
Gospel.” 


The authorship of the Epistle to the 
Hebrews has never been definitely estab- 
lished. Paul is generally regarded as 
the writer although. his name was not 
associated with the earliest manuscripts. 
Its message is entirely Pauline. Internal 
evidence indicates that it was written 
prior to the destruction of the Jerusalem 
temple in 70 A. D. 


The Scofield Reference Bible says: 
“Hebrews was written with a twofold in- 
tent: (1) To confirm Jewish Christians 
by showing that Judaism had come to an 
end through the fulfilment by Christ of 
the whole purpose of the law; and (2) 
the hortatory passages show that the 
writer had in view the danger ever pres- 
ent to Jewish professed believers of 
either lapsing back into Judaism, or of 
pausing short of true faith in Jesus 
Christ.” 

Wall 


In his opening chapter, Dr. 


searches for the passage or phrase that 
unlocks the book as a whole. We read: 





“When I studied the book of Hebrews 
under the late Dr. A. C. Dixon, we stu- 
dents were told that the word ‘better’ was 
the key word, and I readily consent that 
it is. However, we have not seen the 
whole picture, the whole scheme, or pat- 
tern of the book if we stop with such a 
statement. Primarily, the book presents 
a person of great importance in all the 
shades and forms which that person and 
His office require.” 


Dr. Wall defines the word Economy 
as follows: “An economy is the arrange- 
ment and management of government 
under which the welfare and blessings 
of the people are guaranteed. It is at- 
tributed to either human or divine insti- 
tutions.” 


Christ Jesus in His incarnation, aton- 
ing death, triumphant resurrection, as- 
cension and position as high priest... 
introduced a new economy, thereby re- 
placing and casting the old into discard. 
New wineskins were needed to contain 
the new wine. A new patch could not be 
placed, with safety, upon an old garment. 


“The book of Hebrews deals in detail 
with the defects, failures, and, finally,

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omy,” says the Author, “and clearly sets 
before us the Melchisedec economy, 
authenticating it with the inspired rec- 
ord of the oaths and declarations of God. 
The Aaronic and Melchisedec economies 
are equally authenticated and designated 
for their time and sphere. They have a 
remarkable likeness, but they also defi- 
nitely stand apart. The first is a type, 
the second is a reality.”

We read: “If Christ, the Melchisedec,

“Here the word ‘once’ is used three 
| times in succession. The last is a special 
| and major provision, one which was 
first indicated in Chapter 9, verse 12, 
‘Neither by the blood of goats and calves, 
but bs his own blood he entered ONCE 
into the holy place, having obtained 
eternal redemption for us.’ 


In the chapter on “Grace” Dr. Wall 
states: “I do not think we can say that 
the Christian’s walk is always perfect. 
It is not; many of the greatest men of 
God, of Bible times and since, have been 
men who fell into sins, and sometimes 
grave error, but they had that within 
them which caused them to come back to 
the refuge of the soul. It is wonderful 
that a Christian can, by the grace of 
God, live a perfect life, and that when 
he does fail, as he will at times, that he 
can come back.” 


Speaking of the types and symbols of 
the old Covenant, an apt illustration is 
used. Dr. Wall mentions a photograph

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how I was not afraid, for I knew that 
God was able..

You see, I’m an air observer and navi- 
gator. Daylight hours are slipping by, 
ground crews are spending hours care- 
fully checking, testing and making sure. 
The hour comes; and as we step ihto the 
ship, roar down the runway, and dwindle 
into the North Sea twilight — Berlin- 
bound—believe me, it’s good to know that 
human ingenuity and skill have done 
their best to make this trip a success. 


Berlin is a long way off. There is 
danger in every one of those 1200 miles. 
But we’re ready for it. For instance, 





take this Halifax machine. Right now 
our four Rolls Royce-Merlin motors are 
revving at 2100, doing the work of 4000 
horses. We’ve sufficient petrol to reach 
Berlin, locate our target, bomb it and re- 
turn. We’re “flying blind”’—we’ve lost 
sight of land—but that doesn’t matter. 
British brains have made these instru- 
ments so sensitive that we don’t need to 
trust our own senses. 


And then our crew. We’ve each been 
in this game now for some time. We’ve 
spent months and months of hard, in- 
tensive training and study. Myself, I 
joined up two years ago. Then there 
followed plenty of work at an Initial 
Training School, an Air Observers’ 
School, a Bombing and Gunnery School, 
an Astronomical Navigational School, an 
Operational Training Unit and then some 
weeks with the R.A.F. Ferry Command.

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Eventually the grim _ realization 
dawned in my mind. I was not getting 
the best out of life here—and I was hope- 
lessly in the dark about the Great Be- 
yond. This thing called Wrong, or Sin, 
or whatever you call it, was robbing me 
of real joy and peace. I had no purpose 
in life; I was an aimless drifter. I was 
missing my objective ... and I was 
afraid. 

And then I started reading my Bible. 
The more [ read the life story of Jesus 
Christ, the more I became convinced that 
He was more than just a perfect Man. 
He was indeed who’ He claimed to be— 
the Son of God; which meant and means 
that I can and must accept His Word as 
final authority.

HEN an American first visits the 

Nation’s Capitol he sees the old 
Supreme Court chamber now restored as 
it formerly was when Webster and Clay 
and Calhoun and their colleagues of the 
Senate of a century ago met to debate 
the great issues of their time. The at- 
tendant will point out the very seats 
which these great men used. 


“There: were giants on earth in those 
days, mighty men which were of old.” 
It is easy to see Webster—“the God- 
like Daniel” — standing by his chair as 
he made his magnificent reply to Hayne.

In contrast, I re- 
call former Governor Montague of Vir- 
ginia (then a Representative) telling me 
in my first year in Congress that “We 
don’t have fifteen minutes a day of un- 
interrupted time for the real business. we 
were sent here for—to write the Na- 
tion’s laws.” 


The contrast shows not only what has 
happened but how necessary it is for us 
to understand the difficulties and the 
hurried atmosphere in which a modern 
Congress meets. The independence and 
effective functioning of Congress is more 
important now than then to millions of 
Americans and to their children.

When Webster spoke in 1830, there 
were only 48 Senators in place of 96; 203 
Congressmen in place of 435; a popula- 
tion of 13,000,000 instead of 135,000,000. 
The first locomotive was still scaring Old 
Dobbin; the first oil well had not been 
dug. The modern age of technology, 
chemistry, medicine and power was just 
knocking at the door. It is prgbable that 
in the intervening century a greater ad- 
vance has been made in technical prog- 
ress than in all previous time. The 
span of life has been doubled; modern 
tools have quadrupled the productivity 
of worker and farmer; famine and 
pestilence have been abolished over great 
stretches of the earth. Only war, death 
and taxes remain. 


But while mankind has been scaling 
the peaks of science and invention, we 
have not only failed to climb—we have 
slipped downward in the field of con- 
stitutional government. That in part 
is the meaning of this second world war. 
At home for the past twenty years at 
least we have seen the executive power 
grow at the expense of Congress, and 
the Federal government at the expense 
of the States and local communities. 


Here, as abroad, we have been moving 
toward one-man government. No one 
who loves his country—and his children 
—can view this trend without deep mis- 


giving.

It seems, therefore, of the utmost 'im- 
portance for the average citizen to in- 
crease his respect for Congress — the 
“sheet-anchor” of his liberties—and for 
Congress to earn his increasing regard. 
And the beginning of that wisdom is 
understanding. 


I think of great-grandfather, perhaps, 
listening to Webster, and you of today 
seeing Congress in action for the first 
time. How many times I have thought 
of the poor impression Congress must 
make on those who see it for the first 
time from the gallery. Yet, if the visitor 
followed his own Congressman around 
for one typical day, I am certain he 
would come home with a growing regard 
for one of the hardest working groups of 
men in America. 


Let us look both at the appearance 
and the reality. : 


* From the gallery one ordinarily sees 
few members “on the floor.” Those pres- 
ent seem to be paying little attention to 
the proceedings. They are coming and 
going, talking with one another, reading 
the paper. Compared to the picture of 
Webster replying to Hayne, one is bound 
to have a distinct “let-down.” 


But the visitor is there for only a few 
minutes, an hour at the most. He does 
not stop to think that the session he is 
witnessing began sharply at noon and 
will continue for four or five, sometimes 
for eight, ten or twelve hours. Long be- 
fore such a session adjourns, even the 
visitor in the gallery would want to get 
up, stretch his legs, talk to his friends

Many Are Called

The real work of Congress is done in 
Committee. What the visitor sees from 
the gallery is actually a ratification 
meeting on some proposal that has been 
already thoroughly threshed out in Com- 
mittee. 


Every session, thousands of bills are 
introduced. They are referred to some 
forty Committees of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and a corresponding num- 
ber in the Senate. An important Com- 
mittee such as that on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce, of which I was a 
member, will have referred to it in a 
single session several hundred bills. 
Some of these are of the greatest im- 
portance. When a Committee takes up 
one of these bills, hearings are held in 
which a “day in Court” is given both to 
those who favor and those who oppose. 
This is the American way. No judgment 
is formed on the important matter until 
both sides have been heard.

tee considered practically every working 
day for five months. If the visitor in 
the gallery had ever been a member of a 
jury back home trying a case which 
lasted five weeks, to say nothing of five 
months, he would know better what his 
Congressman is up against. 


When one of these forty Committees 
finally reports a bill for action to the full 
House or Senate, the subject matter will 
generally have already come to the at- 
tention of all of the members, for the 
reason that, if the bill is at all important, 
each Congressman, even though not a 
member of the Committee having juris- 
diction of the bill, will have probably 
been bombarded for weeks with hun- 
dreds of letters and telegrams, both for 
and against its passage. Constituents 
1 from his district interested in the bill 
will have come down to Washington to 
present their claims to him in person. 





The result is that by the time the bill 
reaches the floor, the average member 
already knows a great deal about it and

On 
an extremely important bill, it is not 
unusual for hearings to last two months 
or more and then when they are con- 
cluded it often happens that the Commit- 
tee will spend another month in rewrit- 
ing the bill. Some of these bills are in 
themselves 200 to 300 pages long. I re- 
call one in particular which my Commit- 


This being 
the case, it is not strange that the mem- 
bers are not in unanimous attendance 
when a bill is under discussion on the 
floor previous to the time it comes to a 
final vote, or that they apparently pay 
so little attention to what is being said. 


Each of the forty Committees is a lit- 
tle Congress in itself. Unless the work 





were thus subdivided, it would be im- 
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posible for Congress to consider a tenth 
or a hundredth part of the legislation 
that actually passes during a session. 
These Committees have from three to 
forty-three members in which both the 
majority and minority parties in Con- 
gress are represented, which again as- 
sures against arbitrary action. 


All members of Congress have a great 
deal of confidence in the members of 
various Committees. When a Committee, 
therefore, reports a bill favorably, either 
by unanimous vote, which is true in the 
greater number of cases, or by an over- 
whelming majority, it is natural that the 
other members of Congress, who have 
been themselyes busy on the work of 
their own Committees, will accept the 
recommendations of the Committee hav- 
ing charge of the bill. It is only in the 
exceptional case, where there is a strong 
minority report from the Committee re- 
porting the bill, that there is apt to be 
serious and heated discussion on the 
floor. 


WHY BELITTLE CONGRESS? 


A number of things contribute to put 
Congress in the “mother-in-law” class 
before the people. One is the general 
attitude of the newspapers, press cor- 
respondents and citizens of the District 
of Columbia. The feeling between Wash- 
ington City and Congress is seldom very 
friendly. There are many reasons for 
this. One is the old story that famil- 
iarity breeds contempt. More important, 
however, is the fact that the “down- 
town” departments wage a ceaseless war 
against Congress to increase the appro- 
priations of public money for the de- 


partment to spend. No downtown de- * 


partment ever thinks of saving money. 
Congress, therefore, which has direct 
responsibility to the taxpayer—and you 
are one—is the inveterate opponent of 
downtown Washington. Congress is al- 
ways a stingy old tightwad to the 
bureaucrats. 


Moreover, the support of the mu- 
nicipal city of Washington, D. C. comes 
in part from Congressional appropria- 
tions and there is a constant struggle 





on the part of the people who own prop-

erty in Washington to shift the tax } ir- 
den from their own shoulders by getting 
larger appropriations for the District 
from Congress. All of this creates an 
unfriendly attitude toward Congress in 
the Nation’s Capital, for which I think 


. Congress is very little at fault, but with 


the unfortunate result* that the news 
pouring out from the Capital concerning 
Congress is often tinctured with malice. 


A certain type of Washington cor- 
respondent or cartoonist is never happy 
unless he is ridiculing Congress. J give 
two illustrations among many: One is 
the recent uproar about gasoline ration 
books for Congressmen. You would 
have thought that Congressmen were 
using most of the petroleum in the 
United States, whereas it was not a drop 
in the bucket to the tank cars emptying 
into the tens of thousands of automobiles 
in the Executive Departments. Another 


_ illustration is the furor against Con- 


gressmen using the frank to send 
speeches into their districts. Again, the 
amount of free mail franked out by the 


Executive Departments is twenty times . 


that sent out by Congress, yet these 
razzle-dazzle boys who make up so much 
of the alleged news never tell you that. 
To listen to them, you would think that 
Congress was sending you to the poor- 
house on account of their franked mail. 
The Congressional frank is sometimes 
abuséd but, on the whole, I thoroughly 
approve of its use by Members of Con- 
gress. It is often true that not a single 
newspaper in his District is friendly to 
the sitting Congressman, although he is 
actually there because a majority of his 
people want him there. If he were not 
enabled to state his position to his con- 
stituents by franked mail, he would often 
be precluded from any real chance to 
have them understand his position on im- 
portant matters. Meantime, a rival back 
home who has no congressional duties 
could constantly undermine him. 


OUR GREATEST SAFEGUARD 


Congress makes the laws, the Ex- 


ecutive administers them, the ‘Judiciary 


interprets them in litigated cases. Our 
fathers intended each branch to be co- 
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ordinate and independent from each of 
the others. They recognized the teach- 
ing of all history—that unlimited power 
can be trusted to no one, “not even the 
largest majority,” as the Constitution of 
Wyoming says. 


This is our great system of “checks 
and balance” — perhaps the most im- 
portant political idea that ever came 
from the mind of man. Incidentally, 
don’t let anyone tell you that the Bill of 





Rights—the first ten amendments —is 
the heart of the American Constitution. 
If I had to choose the chief safeguards 
of freedom, I would put in first place 
this great principle of checks and bal- 
ances embedded in the original Consti- 
tution before it had been amended. Pre- 
serve that and “Liberty has still a con- 
tinent to dwell on.” 


However, there have been times when 
—Turn To Page 18. 
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Congress has encroached on the Execu- 
tive, as in the reconstruction period fol- 
lowing the Civil War, and times when the 
Executive power has put Congress in the 
shadow. Heretofore, however, the com- 
mon sense of a great people has in time 
always put encroachers back in their 
places. - Our soldier sons are doing that 
right now. 


As you see, I am frankly a friend of 
Congress. It is historically true that no 
parliamentary body ever destroyed the 
liberties of a people. They may have 
finally ratified the destruction of the 
people’s liberties, as did the German 
Reichstag, but they did not originate the 
destruction. The danger to Constitution- 
al liberty comes from other sources. 


The huge bureaucracies which now ad- 
minister Government, consisting of some 
three million civilians, do not owe their 





positions to the people exeept indirectly, 


body of representatives over whom the 
people have such a close control can be 
trusted with the people’s liberties. The 
people can dismiss them if they fail. 
Different from the law with reference to 
many minor officials back in the states, 
who sit until their successors are elected 
to actually qualify, no Congressman can 
sit for a single day after the expiration 
of the two-year period for which he was 
elected unless, of course, he is re-elected. 


In England, there is no such basic law. 
The British parliament is supreme. It 
can vote itself indefinite tenure in office 
and there is no law to prevent Parlia- 
ment voting itself office for life or to 
make the office hereditary to their own 
sons. As a matter of fact, the present 
British Parliament, whose term normally 
should have expired in 1940, has voted 
itself continuance in office without an 
election. In England there has been no 
parliamentary election for eight years 
and no one knows when one wil] take 





no such fear. The damage to our form 
of Government will come in more subtle 
ways. Among them may be the follow- 


ing: 


(1) Disparagement of Congress. We 
have seen signs of this, especially by left- 
wing groups in this country whose mem- 
bers could not win a single seat in Con- 
gress in any State, and therefore seek 
places of power by “boring from within” 
in the Executive Department; 


(2) The gradual transfer of the pow- 
ers and responsibilities of Congress to 
Executive Departments and Bureaus, 
which in increasing fashion are writing 
rules and regulations having the force 
and effect of law; 


(3) Another danger that confronts 
Congress as an institution of freedom, 
is the power of propaganda which has 
been so tremendously augmented in re- 


cent years by the silver screen and the . 


radio. There is no one man who can 





Every assault upon Congress at this critical time tends to weaken the processes of demoncratic 
government and force the Country in the direction of Nazi, Fascist or Communist bureaucracy. Attacks 
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nor can they be fired by the people. The 
federal judiciary holds office for life. 
The one agency of our Government at 
Washington that is close to the people is 
Congress.

To me, it is a some- 
what ominous thing that the chief legis- 
lative body of one of the few remain- 
ing democracies left in the world declines 
to submit itself to the people. 


WHERE DANGERS LURE 


Many Americans who are ignorant of 
our Constitution sometimes express the 
fear that a Congressional election might 
be suspended in this country under some 
so-called “unwritten law” of survival] in 
time of war or by the will of the Army 
under orders from the President. I have 
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speak for the five hundred and thirty-one 
members of the House and Senate. There 
is no way for all of them to speak col- 
lectively sover the radio. When the 
President or a cabinet member presents 
his case to the people, the press, the 
radio and the silver screen focus upon 
him as a single human being. In the use 
of propaganda, Congress is at a great 
disadvantage. 


These new inventions in the field of 
mass communication have been largely 
responsible for the rise of dictators and 
the twilight of representative govern- 
ment in many lands. We must recognize 
them in this country for what they are—

instruments capable of great good or im- 
mense harm. It is possible that we will 
have to devise methods by which Con- 
gress, or the “opposition” on every im- 
portant question shall have equal radio 
time with the President on an equal num- 
ber of stations. The American people 
are entitled to hear both sides. That 
privilege is enjoyed by few people on this 
planet today. 


But, Congress is itself at fault in fail- 
ing to keep abreast of the stream of 
events. It has become too habit-bound. 
It needs to modernize itself. It needs 
a new set of tools with which to work. 


DESIGN FOR NEW TOOLS 


As a suggestion: Congress should, cut 
off one hundred million dollars or more 
to the Washington bureaucrats and vote 
itself ten million dollars worth of expert 
help. That would save ninety million 
dollars at the outset and hundreds of mil- 
lions, if not billions, thereafter. You 
should insist that this be done. It would 
be one of the best investments you could 
make. Let me illustrate: 


At the present time there are only two 
standing committees of Congress that 
.ave any competent full time assistance 
in the necessary analysis and research on 
bills. These are the House Committee on 


’ Ways and Means, and the Senate Com- 


mittee on Finance. They have a small 
but excellent staff of year-round tech- 
nicians to help them prepare tax legisla- 
tion. These men are not appointed by 
the President. They are appointed by 
the tax committees and generally stay on 
year after year regardless of changes of 
administration. They cannot be hushed 
or cowed by Treasury officials either 
through fear of losing their jobs or 
through ignorance of the subject. They 
can concentrate on tax legislation the 
year round, and advise committee mem- 
bers what questions to ask the depart- 
ment representatives, in the same way 
that a lawyer trying a poison murder 
case gets the competent advice of toxic- 
ologists, physicians, etc., to aid him in 
examining witnesses. 


Every standing committee of Con- 
gress should have similar expert, year- 
round help—the committees dealing with 
interstate commerce, agriculture, bank- 
ing, mining, army, navy, foreign affairs, 
judiciary, public lands, veterans, irriga- 
tion and reclamation, civil service. immi- 
gration and naturalization, pensions, 
Indian affairs, labor, merchant marine, 
patents, post offices, rivers and harbors,

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Executive Departments always 
want money. They are the spending 
branch—and, believe me, they spend. 
They know how to dress up their recom- 
mendations to get more money to hire 
more payrollers. Congress is the appro- 
priating and taxing branch responsible 
to you. It must take steps to insure its 
capacity for independent judgment.

Aside from Executive pressure for ap- 
propriations, unwise legislation throws 
terrific burdens on business, and is con- 
stantly being amended by patchwork. 
Congress today doesn’t have the time, 
nervous strength, or information to write 
legislation so thoughtfully that it will 
stand up for years. The important para- 
graphs of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act 
of 1889 were studied so thoroughly and 
written so carefully that they haven’t 
been changed in fifty-four years. And, 
paragraphs of the Judiciary Act written 
by the first Congress in 1789 have 
scarcely been changed by a syllable in 
one hundred and fifty-four years. Then, 
men had time to think. 


IN PLACE OF A POET 


Don’t blame Congressmen or Senators 
for not doing a better job today. They 
neither have time to carefully answer 
their mail nor run all the errands for 
their constituents, and certainly not 
‘enough to spend months of uninterrupted 
study of important bills. If they did take 
the necessary time to be legislators, as 
men could do in 1789 or 1889, they would 
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be defeated at the next election for fail- 
ing to answer letters. 


The Library of Congress was original- 
ly supposed to be the expert arm of Con- 
gress. But it has lost its prime function 
and should be reorganized from cellar to 
garret. It is just plain foolish that the 
Librarian of Congress should be ap- 
pointed by the President and be respon- 
sible to him, rather than be appointed by 
the majority and minority leaders of 
House and Senate and be responsible to 
them. At the present time the Librarian 
is a poet, an appointee of the President, 
and that affects the attitude of his hun- 
dreds of assistants. During the fight to 
prevent the packing of the Supreme 
Court, it was like pulling teeth for the 
opponents of that bill to get any real re- 
search material from the Library. 


Senators Tydings, Byrd, George, and 
Congressmen Dirkson of Illinois, Lanham 
of Texas, LaFollette of Indiana, and 
many others of both parties, are trying 





to get Congress to hire itself a set of 
modern tools. The country should tell 
Congress to go ahead. 


Congress is the great Board of Direc- 
tors of the American people. It is the 
policy-forming agency of a free people. 
It can declare war. It can draft your 
sons. It can make money sound or 
worthless. It can make free enterprise 
flourish, or cause it to wither and die 
under excessive regimentation or by 
bleeding it to death through ruinous tax- 
ation. Its decisions for weal or woe 
affect every hearthside. Depending upon 
its wisdom and courage, your children 
will live to be free men in a free land, the 
masters of their government—or its 
slaves. 


Whatever diminishes the authority of 
Congress impairs the security of your 
liberty. The lights of liberty have gone 
out all over the globe. Will they shine 
bright and clear from our windows when 
our soldier sons come home? 
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NE of the great stories of the war, 

the ordeal “and rescue of Captain 
Rickenbacker and his companions, has 
touched and moved the world. 


The landing of their four-motored 
plane in the sea, their life in the tiny 
rafts, their suffering under a merciless 
Pacific sun for 21 days; how God sent a 
seagull in answer to prayer, how fresh 
water was sent from Heaven against the 
wind, how they read the Bible and saw 
deliverance—all have been told and re- 
told. 


As these men faced death on the 
boundless waters of the South Pacific 
they realized that they must meet God. 
How gladly they turned to the Word of 





God, the New Testament that Private 
Bartek carried. These men found that 
God was real, that He was the ruler of 
the universe, and that He was merciful 
even unto them. 


Lieutenant Whittaker, the co-pilot, in 
a copyrighted Chicago Tribune story, 
said: “I was an atheist. But from my 
companions [ learned to pray. I saw 
prayer answered. ... There can be no 
atheists in rubber rafts amid whitecaps 
and sharks. My entire life has been 
changed by the events that began Oc- 
tober 20, 1942. It is a day I'll never 
forget. ” 


Telling of the favorite scripture they 
read, Captain Rickenbacker said: “With 
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the New Testament as an inspiration, we 
held morning and evening prayers. We 
found one passage that more than any 
other bespoke our needs. This we never 
failed to read: ‘Therefore take no 
thought saying, What shall we eat? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? ... But seek ye first 
the kingdom of God and His righteous- 
ness; and all these things shall be added 
unto you... .’ (Matthew 6:31-34).” 


The experience of these men has a 
message for America today. Unpre- 
pared to meet a holy God who cannot 
look upon sin, they turned to Him and 





His Word as death’s dark waters sur- 
rounded them. Captain Rickenbacker 
again said, “I know things about these 
men’s lives that probably no other living 
soul knows; any sins of commission or 
omission were confessed.”

Are your sins forgiven? Is your faith in 
Jesus Christ, the Son of God, and not in 
yourself or your fellow-men?

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heme purpose of this treatise is to teach

Old Testament prophets often showed 
the people of their times, how political 
trends were fitting into pre-determined 
moulds announced by divine revelation. 


The day is probably not far distant 
when to discuss Bible prophecy will be re- 
garded as spreading sedition.

Satan’s “gathering together,” is called 
in the Scripture, “the synagogue of 
Satan.” See Revelation 2:% Christ’s 
Church is called the “ecclesia,” “the 
called out ones.” 


The cry of the world is, and always 
has been, “Unite, federate, get together!” 


The cry of God is, and always has 
been, “Come out from among them, and 
be ye separate.” 


While God is “calling out’? His Church 
from the world, Satan is “gathering to- 
gether” his own, in the world. 


Nimrod was the first man who at- 
tempted to organize the world for one- 
man-rule. That was 4000 years ago. 
Sufficient time had not then passed 
through God’s hour glass for the final 
one-man ruler, the antichrist, to appear 
on the scenes. But Nimrod was a type 
of the Man of Sin. 


Today, however, it appears that the 
world is ripening for the acceptance of 
that beast of a man prophecied in Scrip- 
ture.

Millions of that great nation 
are in spiritual darkness. The Lord 
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these dear people. Your prayers and 
gifts are urgently needed at this time. 
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“ONE WORLD” 


“And the whole earth was of one 
language, and of one speech.” (Genesis 
11:1.) 


Note the expressions, “the whole 
earth,” “one language,” and (v. 6) “the 
people is one.” 


Four millenniums ago, Nimrod dis- 
covered that there was “one world.” Be- 
cause there was an international medium 
of communication — one language — he 
thought the human race should be or- 
ganized and ruled by one man. 


The account in Genesis 11:1-9 must be 
considered in the light of Genesis 9:24- 
27. In the latter account we have an ex- 
planation of the origin of “racial boun- 
daries” to keep the races apart, just as 
He established the boundaries of the sea 
to li@ep the oceans from overflowing the 
earth. The kind of solution for racial 
problems suggested by some today is not 
even hinted in the Word of God. The 
“divine order” is given in Genesis 9:27, 
“God shall enlarge Japheth, and he shall 
dwell in the tents of Shem; and Canaan 
shall be his servant.” 


In the light of this truth, turn again 
to Genesis 11:1-9 and it will be observed 
that Nimrod’s movement to “unite” the 
peoples of the world, scramble the races, 
and produce a mongrel offspring, was a 
direct violation of God’s counsel. 


The Bible clearly teaches that the only 
basis upon which the peoples of the 
world can unite and dwell together in 
peace, is submission to the purpose and 
leadership of Christ. This will never be 
effected until the Millennium. The Mil- 
lennium (a thousand years of predicted 
peace) will not be brought in “gradually” 
by man. It will be set up “suddenly” by 
Christ. Not until the Lord returns, binds 
Satan, and incarcerates the ungodly in 
gehenna—not until then will there be 
peace, permanent peace. 


Any movement to unite the peoples of 
the world before that time will only set 
the stage for the appearance and the 
coronation of the Antichrist. Such move- 
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ments always seek to unite man to follow 
man instead of God. 


DON’T JUMP THE FENCE 


God sets up fences, national walls, for 
the protection and preservation, of the 
human race. Among these are the 
“racial barriers.” The Lord wants to 
keep the nations “apart,” for their own 
good. 


The Orientals, for example, have char- 
acteristics which are so alien to our ideas 
and modes of living that we could never 
adopt them--traits of character that 
could never fit into the program of west- 
ern civilization. We could transplant 
ourselves to the Orient, but would re- 
turn after many years, the same good 
old-fashioned Americans as when we left 
the country. We have something that 
they cannot change. They have*some- 
thing that we cannot change. God placed 
it there to keep the races separated one 
from the other. 


The Semitic peoples have characteris- 
tics which make it impossible for them to 
mix and intermingle with other nation- 
alities. A divine decree forbids them to 
mix with others, in order to dwell suc- 
cessfully in the midst of other peoples. 
God has fixed a severe penalty for the 
violation of these commands. Obedience 
to that commandment will spare the 
Semitic peoples the suffering which will 
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necessarily be their lot if they violate it. 


God has likewise decreed the status of 
the descendants of Ham, and any at- 
tempt to change the purpose of God in 
this matter can only result in human 
disaster. These decrees have nothing 
whatsoever to do with any idea of racial 
superiority or inferiority. God is simply 
attempting to teach us to respect racial 
boundaries and thus avoid penalties to be 
exacted by ignoring them. 


WE AKE ALL NEIGHBORS 


It is true that great systems of inter- 
national communication and transporta- 
tion exist, but that does not change the 
commands of God. These modern inven- 
tions make the Chinese our neighbors, 
but that does not mean for a minute that 
we should try to break down the impreg- 
nable “Chinese Wall” of God-created 
racial boundaries. 


You might live next door to a colored 
family. They are your neighbors. But 
that does not mean that your son or 
daughter should marry into their family. 
The self-respecting negro objects to in- 
termarriage with other races, as truly 
as whites object to intermarriage with 
negroes. The good negro wants to main- 
tain the individuality of his race, as God 
intended. 


This does not mean that either race 
is superior or inferior as far as the love 
of God is concerned. Had there been 
only one human being in the world, and 
that person a little black boy in the heart 
of some African jungle, Jesus Christ 
would have loved him enough to come 
down from the ivory palaces and die on 
a Cross of ‘shame to save his soul. God 
loves sinners—all kinds and colors of 
sinners! 


The colored man has the same right 
to be proud of his ancestory as we have 
to be proud of ours. The colored man 
has a place in the program of God. So 
does the white man. Let each keep his 
proper place, and each will respect the 
, other as members of God’s creation. 
There will be peace, harmony and hap- 
piness on both sides. But reverse God’s 
order and you will pay the penalty. 


Much of present-day talk about 
“racism” is promoted by professional 
provocators who are trying to stir up 
trouble. Study the history of nations, 
and it will be noted that such words as 
“anti-Semite,” “anti-Negro,” “anti - 
Chinese,” ete., are never in a nation’s 
vocabulary when God’s commands con-

ONE LANGUAGE 


We may expect a universal language 
in the end of the age. Esperanto has 
been proposed but never widely adopted 
outside of Communistic circls. 


The latest proposal of an international 
language is “Basic English,” consisting 
of only 850 words and five simple rules 
of grammar. The average person could 
learn it in two or three weeks. This may 
not become the final universal language, 
but at least illustrates a trend. 


With international communication and 
transportation, man will again (as in 
Nimrod’s day) attempt to unite the world 
—make it “one,” and adopt a demon- 
energized dictator whom Christ will de- 
stroy by the brightness of His appearing. 


In Nimrod’s day they journeyed “from 
the east” and gravitated to “a plain in 
the land of Shinar; and they dwelt 
there.” See Genesis 11:2. 


East is the direction of the sunrise. 
It was the primary direction of the an- 
cients. The wise men saw the star in 
the east, heralding the first coming of 
Christ. Malachi says concerning His 
second coming, “The Sun of righteous- 
ness shall arise with healing in his 
wings.” 


The gate of Eden was on the east. 
The gate of the tabernacle was on the 
east. The gate of Solomon’s temple was 
on the east. 


But in the movement mentioned here, 


during the days of Nimrod, the people 
journeyed ‘toward the west—toward the 
sunset, the darkness, the night, away 
from God, yes, toward an eternal night. 


Downward they went—down from the 
straight and narrow way that leads to 
life eternal, down to the Broadway of 
Babylon, that beautiful, wide, crowded 
thoroughfare that leads to destruction. 


MOUNTAIN CHRISTIANS 


It takes greater effort to live on the 
mountain top of Christian experience, 
than to remain on a dead level. Many 
today are rushing to the valley, follow- 
ing the line of least resistance. They are 
swept along by the onrushing tides of 
the world. 


Those few who remain in the moun- 
tains, securely anchored to the Rock of 
Ages, will stand when the storm of op-, 
position breaks in all its fury. They 
will survive when the plagues of mod- 
ernism, rationalism, communism and 
totalitarianism sweep others into ob- 
livion. 

In the mountains there are many 
vicious creatures, which never attack 
those who dwell on the plains. In the 
mountains you have a continuous battle. 
You must watch every step. You must 
ever be on guard, but this .will develop 
in you the qualities of discernment, en- 
durance and stability. When others 
cower and quake, you will stand your 
ground. When others keep silent you 
will not be afraid to speak. You will 
stand at all times and in all places as a 
true and worthy soldier of the Cross. 
You will be an Abraham, not a Lot. 


Apostasy, indifference, and spiritual 
lethargy, always move down into the 
plain, down into easy street, down into 
the lap of the world, where there are no 
battles to fight. Lot set his face toward 
Sodom. He pitched his tent toward 
Sodom. Apostasy “doesn’t believe in 
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fighting.” It wants peace—the peace of 
spiritual death, the peace of a cemetery 
where no one molests .. . for are not 
the dead harmless? Modernism has 
gravitated to that level, and some pro- 
fessed Fundamentalists appear to be on 
their way. The tragedy of this age is 
the fact that the modern Church 
imagines it is lifting the world up to 
God, while in reality it is simply descend- 
ing to the level of the world. 


STANDARDIZATION 


“And they said one to another, Go to, 
let us make brick, and burn them 
thoroughly. And they had brick for 
stone, and slime had they for mortar. 
And they said, Go to, let us build us a 
city and a tower, whose top may reach 
unto heaven; and let us make us a name, 
lest we be scattered abroad upon the 
face of the whole earth.” (Genesis 
11:3-4). 


There are many spiritual lessons to 
be learned from this passage. 


“They had BRICK FOR STONE.” A 
stone structure is permanent. -A brick 
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structure is temporary. 


The Church is built upon Christ, the 
Rock. Believers are likened to stones. 
Peter says, “Ye also as lively (living) 
stones, are built up a spiritual house, an 
holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by Jesus 
Christ.” 


The brick is a substitute for stone. 
Stones have individuality. You never 
find two exactly alike. Bricks are al- 
ways the same, cast in the same mold, 
made of the same material, mixed in the 
same way, and cured in the same kiln. 
Bricks are the work of man. Stones are 
the work of God. Bricks are, therefore, 
an apt figure of standardization. 


The Lord is building His Church, the 
“spiritual temple,’ with living stones. 
That structure will abide forever. 


Satan is attempting to mould all men 
by the same pattern. The result will be 
a race of little pewee devils, who talk, 
act and think like Satan. The standard- 
ized man will not believe the Bible. He 
will not believe in morality. He will not 
believe in honesty. He will not put 
Christ first in his life. He will live for 
self alone and accept the word of man 
as the final authority in everything. 


With a world of standardized men, 
Satan can take control and build his 
tower of Babel, which will bring upon 
the human race the greatest confusion 
ever known. 


While God’s eternal structure, the 
Church, is held together by the Holy 
Spirit, man’s temporal structure is held 
together by the “slime” of this world. 
“And SLIME had they for mortar,” says 
the Genesis account. 


MEANS DICTATORSHIP 


Standardization and dictatorship are 
Siamese twins. The two will always be 
found together. 


Political ideas are standardized to pro- 
duce dictators and dictatorships. The 
Soviet dictatorship has one party, the 
Communists. Italy had one party, the 
Fascists. Germany has one party, the 
Nazis. Be it said in no uncertain terms, 
that the two-party system has been used 
of God .to preserve liberty in America. 
Where one party becomes supreme, dic- 
tatorship always follows. 2 


The cry of the dictator is, “Everybody 
before me was wrong. I, I only, am 
right. Follow ME. I am indispensable.” 





One party always means a one man rule. 


Attempts have been made in the 
United States to reduce our system to 
one party, by perpetuating the same 
group in office year after year; strength- 
ening its power by multiplying bureau- 
crats until now there are over 3-million 
of them on the government payroll. The 
next step is to try to silence opposition 
by terrorizing critics. This is the pro- 
gram of the “left-wingers.” Our Lord 
pronounced judgment upon the “leftists” 
in Matthew 25:41. Pause, turn to your 
Bible, and read it! 


Standardization has been attempted in 
the educational realm. Boys and girls 
are taught that it is a mark of ignorance 
to believe the Genesis account of crea- 
tion and accept the Bible as the inspired 
Word of God. 


Standardization has invaded the 
eccleciastical realm. Modernism, i. e. 
Judaism, with its denial of the deity of 
Christ, the virgin birth, the efficacy of 
the atoning blood, the bodily resurrec-

Mark 9:30—10:45 











OLDEN TEXT: “For even the Son 

of man came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to give his 
life a ransom for many.” Mark 10:45. 


(1) The Argument. Knowing His min- 
istry to be almost completed, Jesus led 
the disciples from Caesaréa Philippi 
southward through Galilee with Jerusa- 
lem, and the Passover feast, the ultimate 
goal. For some reason He wished the 
route kept secret. As they journeyed, 

“He explained: “The Son of man is deliv- 
ered unto the hands of men and they 
shall kill him; and after that he is 
killed, he shall rise the third day.” 


Having no place in their thinking for 
the resurrection and being afraid to ask 
Him, a discussion arose among the dis- 
ciples that led to a dispute regarding 
their respective rights in the Kingdom, 
which they expected to help establish. 
Angry voices and gestures were not 
needed to apprise Jesus that an argu- 
ment was in progress . .. nor was it 
necessary to tell Him the subject. Yet 
He refrained from speaking until they 
reached their lodging place that eve- 
ning in Capernaum. 


The’ disciples confused the first and 
second comings of Christ. The,spiritual 
aspect of the Kingdom was clouded in 
their thinking. They firmly expected 
Him to lead a rebellion against the Ro- 
mans. They knew they were being 
trained as assistants to the King, and 
nothing would be more natural than a 
discussion of their relative rights in the 
Kingdom. They failed to comprehend 
that He must first come as the “suf- 
fering servant” to redeem a lost world 
before He could reign in kingship and 
glory. 


(2) The Test. “If any man desire to 
be first, the same shall be last of all, 
and servant of all.” Jesus defined true 
greatness. Strength lies in character, 
not position. It is a quality of the inner 





man expressed in humility, service and 
sacrifice. 


Jesus called a little child. Mark is 
the only Gospel that mentions this lovely 
and touching incident. There was some- 
thing magnificent in the Master which 
instinctively appealed to a child. As 
this little one lifted trusting eyes, Jesus 
found a means for driving home the les- 
son of true greatness. “Verily I say 
unto you, except ye be converted, and 
become as little children ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” Not 
even enter in, let along occupy a position 
of power and responsibility. 


The Jamieson, Fausset and Brown 
Commentary makes this comment: “Con- 
version must be thorough; not only must 
the heart be turned to God in general, 
and from earthly to heavenly things, but 
in particular, except ye be converted 
from that carnal ambition which sti!l 
rankles with you, into that freedom from 
all such feelings which ye see in this 
child, ye have neither part nor lot in the 
Kingdom at all; and he who in this fea- 
ture has most of the child, is highest 
there.” ; 


(3)°The Greatest. Mark adds “For 
even the Son of-man came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister.” Here 
was the greatest person ever to exist in 
human form, and He earned this enco- 
mium by the highest type of service. He 
“gave his life a ransom for many.” “He 
made himself of no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant... 
Wherefore God also hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name which is 
above every name.” 

(4) The Intolerant. John, nearest the 
heart of the Master, was yet far from 
knowing Him. Perhaps there was a de- 
sire to change the subject which was 
revealing the disciples’ littleness. At 
any rate John turned the conversation 
into a channel that was to result in even 
greater embarrassment. “We saw one 
casting out devils in thy name, and he 
followeth not us: and we forbade him,” 
said John. He refused to sing out of 
our hymnbook! Intolerance between 
Christians has ever been one of Satan’s 





most powerful weapons. “Forbid him 
not,” was the Master’s reply. In other 
words, Christ’s followers should stand 
together and work together.

OLDEN TEXT: “Again the high 

priest asked him, and said unto him, 
Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed? and Jesus said, I am.” Mark 
14:61-62. 


Leaving Galilee Jesus and His com- 
pany journeyed by easy stages toward 
Jerusalem. Mark expands the theme, 
showing how Christ impressed upon them 
the true meaning of discipleship. The 
time had arrived to get down to busi- 
ness! Serious conditions confronted the 
band. “Jesus went before them: and 
they were amazed; and as they followed, 
they were afraid.” 








“Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and 
the Son of man shall be delivered unto 
the chief priests, and unto the scribes; 
and they shall condemn him to death, 
and shall deliver him to the Gentiles: 
And thgy shall mock him, and shall spit 
upon him, and shall kill him: and the 
third day he shall rise again.” 


(1) Triumphal Entry. Less than a 
week before the Passover feast, the little 
cavalcade drew near Jerusalem. Other 
groups were met, journeying to the Holy 
City for the great feast. Many followed 
out of curiosity and personal interest 
in Jesus. 


They approached Bethpage, a village 
which with Bethany lay along the fur- 
ther side of Mount Olivet, east of Jeru- 
salem. Two disciples were sent ahead 
to*find and make ready “a colt tied, 
whereon never man sat.” Matthew pre- 
sents this as the fulfillment of Zechari- 
ah 9:9: “Rejoice greatly, O daughter of 
Zion; should, O daughter of Jerusalem: 
behold thy King cometh unto thee: he is 
just, and having salvation; lowly, and 
riding upon ass, and upon a colt the 
foal of an ass.” 

—Turn To Page 30. 
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Luke says a “whole multitude” re- 
ceived Him. Jerusalem had never seen 
anything like it. He was given a thun- 
derous ovation. The language in the 
story is grand, intended to express a 
burst of admiration far wider and deeper 
than ever before witnessed. “Hosanna; 
(meaning ‘save now’) Blessed is he that 
cometh in the name of the Lord.” This 
was the very loftiest style in which the 
Master could be saluted. -The Psalmist 
recorded the same thought (Ps. 118:25): 
“Save now, I beseech thee, O Lord: O 
Lord, I beseech thee.” Garments and 
branches were strewn in His path. 


The Pharisees, obviously motivated by 
jealousy, demanded that He rebuke the 
multitude. He answered: “I tell you 
that, if these should hold their peace, 
the stones would immediately cry out.” 
Hitherto the Lord had discouraged dem- 
onstrations in His favor, but this time 
He pursued the opposite course. 


The time had come for the nation to 
make its choice. The Jews must accept 
Him as Messiah . .. or definitely reject 
Him. They chose the latter course and 
He retired to a knoll overlooking the city 
and cried: “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem,-thou 
that killest the prophets, and stonest 
them which are sent unto thee, how 
ofter. would I have gathered thy chil- 
dren together, even as a hen gathereth 
her chickens under her wings, and ye 
would not! Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate. For I say unto you, 
Ye shall not see me henceforth, till ye 
shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord.” 


(2) The Temple Cleansed. At the be- 
ginning of His ministry three years ear- 
lier, Jesus had driven the thieves from 
the Temple precincts, but the incident 
was soon forgotten. 


After the Triumphal Entry, He en- 
tered the place again and “looked round 
about upon all things” without making a 
public gesture of any kind. But the 
next day He, returned “and began to

cast out them that sold and bought in 
the temple, and overthrew the tables of 
the money changers, and the seats of 
them that sold doves; And would not 
suffer that any man should carry any 
vessel through the temple.” He reno- 
vated the premises. The common people 
thronged about Him. indicating their ap- 
proval. He spoke their language, but 
the leaders “took counsel how they 
might destroy him.” 


No longer does God dwell in temples 
made with hands. “Know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost?” Not the house where believers 
assemble for worship, but the body and 


soul of the Christian, is the recognized | 


Temple. He is concerned today that our 
bodies, His Temple, shall not be defiled 
by sin.

Maréh 5, 1944 
Jesus Urges His Disciples to Watch 
Mark 13:1-37 
OLDEN TEXT: “Watch ye therefore; 


for ye know not when the master of 
the house cometh.” Mark 13:35. 











Events moved rapidly toward a climax 
during the last few’days of Jesus’ life on 
earth. He knew His enemies were press- 
ing in on every side. Hence the urgency 
of his final instruction, admonition and 
warnings to the disciples. 


Turning to the Jamieson, Fausset, 
Brown Commentary, we read: “Jesus had 
uttered all His mind against the Jewish 
ecclesiastics, exposing their character 
with withering plainness, and denounc- 
ing, in language of awful severity, the 
judgments. of God against them for that 
nnfaithfulness to their trust which was 
bringing ruin upon the nation. He had 
closed His last public discourse (Mat- 
thew 23) by a passionate Lamentation 
over Jerusalem, and a solemn Farewell 
to the Temple. He departed, nevermore 
to re-enter its precincts, or open His 
mouth in public teaching. With this act 
ended His public ministry.” 


On a previous occasion, when Jesus 
was leaving the Temple, -the disciples 
commented upon the beauty of the struc- 
ture. Forty-six years it had been under 
construction, and was not fully com- 
pleted. Built of dazzling white marble 
and garnished with golden porticoes, it 
was a source of pride to the Jews. 


Jesus agreed it was a magnificent edi- 
fice, but said; “There shall not be left 








here one stone upon another, that shall 
not be thrown down.” Amazed and per- 
turbed, James, John, Peter and Andrew 
sought Him out privately to ask what He 
meant by the drastic prediction. 


(1) The Questions. Mark dwells upon 
the utterance, but Matthew adds other 
prophecies relating to the signs of His 
coming and the end of the age—remarks 
which the Master dropped at the same 
time. This passage is called the “Olivet 
Discourse.” 


(a) “When shall these things be?” 
How could such enormous buildings be 
destroyed? In the 28th chapter of Deu- 
teronomy, a detailed description of the 
siege of Jerusalem is foretold. Less 
than four decades after Jesus uttered 
His prophecy, the destruction took place. 
In rejecting Him, the house of Israel 
was left desolate. When they cried in the 
court of Pilate’s palace, “His blood be 
upon us, and on our children,” their 
cup of iniquity ran over. 


The Roman general Titus surrounded 


Jerusalem with his armies in the year 
70 A. D., and found the city filled wita 
Jews from different parts of the world, 
attending a feast. Factions fighting 
within the walls weakened resistance to 
the enemy outside. Famine and canni- 
balism became prevalent. The Romans 
breached the walls, the torch was ap- 
plied to the Temple, and to obtain gold 
with which it was lavishly decorated, ev- 
ery stone was literally torn down — until 
there was not left one standing upon 
another. Over a million Jews were slain. 
The rest were dispersed. 


(b) “What shall be the sign of thy 
coming, and of the end of the world,” 


The prophecies of the Olivet Discourse 
had to do with both Jerusalem and the 
sweep of centuries between His first and 
second comings. We find here a fact 
with which historians are familiar, name- 
ly, that history moves in cycles, repeating 
itself. The blow delivered against the 
Jerusalem Temple is a type, a preview 
of the judgment that is destined to 
come upon the world in the end of the 
present age. There were wars and 
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rumors of wars, earthquakes and fam- 
ines before the fall of Jerusalem, just 
as there are today on a far greater 
scale. These are described as the “be- 
ginning of sorrows.” 


(2) Warnings and Admonitions, The 
Christian knows how to meet these 
things.. He is told not to be troubled. 
He will be serene in spirit. He will do 
the work of the Lord, knowing that when 
Christ returns, rewards are sure. Jesus 
warned to expect false cults and false 
Christs, but not to be deceived. A close 
walk with the Lord, a knowledge of 
His Word, constant watching and pray- 
ing, fortifies the believer against the 
terrors prophesied in the chapter. 





March 12, 1944 
Jesus Betrayed, Denied, Condemned 
Mark 14:10—15:20 








OLDEN TEXT: “He is despised and 
rejected of men; a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief.” Isaiah 53:3. 


(1) The Betrayal. Early in the period 
designated Passion Week, Judas sought 
out the priests with whom to arrange 
details of the betrayal. He had heard 
the false charges of the leaders and knew 
they were seeking a way to destroy 
Jesus. ~The incident in the house of Laz- 
arus, when Mary had anointed Him with 
costly oil of spikenard, brought out the 
true character of the man and designated 
him as a thief. Immediately he went to 
the priests and offered to sell his Mas- 
ter into their hands. Let liars, betrayers, 
conspirators and stooges take note of 
Judas’ fate. 


With what unconcealed glee the priests 
heard the proposal of the man! Mark 
says: “When they heard it they were 
glad.” For two years they had hounded 
Him who so disturbed their peace of 
mind. What a triumph that a member 
of His group was willing to sell out! 


So they promised to give him money— 
thirty pieces of silver. This was the av- 
erage price of a lamb without spot or 
blemish for use at the Passover feast. 
The price of a slave... less than eight- 
een dollars! For this paltry sum, Judas 
sold His Master to death on a cross. 
He sold his own good name to become 
the synonym for most despicable treason. 
He sold his prospects for a happy life, 
for he died in a few hours, a horrible 
Suicide. He sold his hope of eternal 
life, for “Judas by transgression fell. 





that he might go unto his own place.” 


With thirty pieces of silver, the Jews 
satisfied their demands for revenge. They 
purchased a King for crucifixion pur- 
poses. They bought the Messiah to slay 
Him. The crime brought upon them 
national destruction. Their house was 
left desolate. No more would they, as 
a people, know happiness. To the weep- 
ing women on the way to Golgotha He 
said: “Weep not for me, but weep for 
yourselves, and for your children.” 


(2) The Denial. Judas was not the 
only disciple found to be unfaithful that 
tragic night. After his departure from 
the table, Jesus warned the others: “All 
ye shall be offended because of me this 
night: for it is written, I will smite the 
shepherd, and the sheep shall be scat- 
tered.” 


Impetuous Peter replied, “Although all 
shall be offended, yet will not I.” And 
Jesus answered: “Even in this night, 
before the cock crow twice, thou shalt 
deny me thrice.” Yet Peter argued even 
more vehemently, “If I should die with 
thee, I will not deny thee in anywise.” 
The others joined in assertions of loyalty. 
They meant well and were of different 
stock than Jesus ... but the pressure 
of the persecutors was too great for 
them to stand. 


“And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace.” This little word “beneath” 
speaks volumes. It is one of Mark’s 
graphic touches. It is essential to what 
we might call the topography of the 
scene. Peter with others, were crowded 
around an open fire, beyond the con- 
fines of the court room. At the upper 
end was the memorable chamber in 
which the trial of the Christ was held. 
The ascent to the place of the Master 
was by a short flight of steps. No doubt 
Peter stood a long time gazing at those 
steps. They would have led him up into 
the Master’s presence. But he remained 
“beneath.” 


(3) The Trial. The greatest travesty 
on justice the world has ever known! 
Framed, convicted illegally by perjured 
testimony. Every step was in direct op- 
position to the law of both Moses and 
the Romans. The hatred of Satan for 
the Son of God reached its climax thorugh 
those, wicked persecutors. Jesus was 
first taken to the deposed high priest 
Annas, and thence to his son-in-law Caia- 
phas who occupied the office of high 





priest, in whose house the Sanhedrin had 
assembled. He was condemned by this 
body and rushed to Pilate, who asked a 
few questions and ordered Him to Herod 
where He was grossly mistreated before 
being sent back to Pilate. 


(4) The Condemnation. While the chief 
priests, Judas, Peter and Herod acted 
from personal motives, Pilate was called 
upon to act officially. He was the Roman 
governor of Palestine and the last court 
of appeal in cases involving the death 
penalty. He knew law and human nature 
sufficiently to realize that Jesus was 
no criminal, that the Jews had no case 
against Him, and that as governor 
sworn to uphold the law it was‘his duty 
to set Him free. He tried every sub- 
terfuge possible. His wife pleaded with 
him to do Jesus no harm. He even 
tried to rid himself of blame by washing 
his hands. Every, such attempt, was ac- 
companied by the screams of the mob. 


Luke says: “And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring that he might 
be crucified. And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. And 
Pilate gave sentence that it should be as 
they required. And he released unto 
them him (Barrabas) that for - dition 
and murder was cast into prison, whom 
they had desired; but he delivered Jesus 
to their will.” “And they clothed him 
with purple, and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about his head, and 
began to salute him, Hail, King of the 
Jews.” ; 


Pilate made the mistake which manv 
another man has made to his sorrow. 
He yielded to the cry of professional 
smearers. He sacrificed principle for 
popularity. His innate spirit of selfish- 
ness made him yield to the demands of 
the mob. Had he upheld the integrity 
of the Roman law on that occasion, the 
name of Pontius Pilate would have gone 
down in history as a man honored and 
loved by all. e
